Retirement Fund Facts 
Presented To Teachers

Friday afternoon, public school 
teacher? of the city met in the sen­ 
ior high .school to hear Dr Henry H 
Baish.

Retirem ent Fund, speak 
at length on the operation and bene­ 
fits of the state pension system for 
its public school teachers. 
Miss Helen Maxwell, president ol 
the local branch of the 
teach­ 
ers organization, was 
hairm an of 
the meeting and introduced Dr. C. 
C. Green superintendent of the city 
schools who presented the speaker 
as an f-u: ' if nri a former superin­ 
tendent of schools in Altoona. Pa . 
and 
unusually able executive oi 
of the tear hers' pension fund from 
its inception in 1919. 
Dr. Baish's address explained the 
sound actuarial basis of the teach­ 
ers- pension system. The fund Is in ­ 
vested exclusively in bonds of the 
state ol Pennsylvania and its politi­ 
cal subdivisions and United States 
governm ent 
bonds. 
Begun in 1919 
he fund has not only paid the in­ 
terest rate established for it. namely 
four per cent, but has also earned 
a reserve of $2.000.000 to m aintain 
that interest rate in the event of a 
period of “too cheap money." 
There is no connection, said Dr. 
Baish, between t h e state tr e a s u r y 


and the pension fund, which is an 
inalienable trust fund, except that 
the state treasurer is the custodian 
of the securities in which the fund 
l s Invested. These securities, 
how­ 
ever 
are kept in their 
fireproof 
vault, well-guarded by state police 
The fund 
now am ounts 
to 
over 
$140.000,000. Uninformed 
legislators 
have o ccasionally attem pted to make 
a raid on this huge nest-egg, m ere­ 
ly because they were ignorant of the 
sacred nature of trust funds. Dr. 
Baish assured his hearers that while 
state officials sat on the board of 
trustees, the pension fund has al­ 
ways been apart from and above 
politics. 
Some interesting items 
brought 
out in the address follow. Teachers 
in New Castle have since 1919 in­ 
vested over $100.000 in this pension 
fund. For those that withdraw from 
the * caching profession this Ls In 
the nature of savings and since 1919 
there has been so withdrawn $18.- 
000.000 by 40.000 te&chots. In spite 
of the great advantage of the pen­ 
sion system there are 19 teachers 
in New Castle who have not enter­ 
ed it. There is still opportunity to do 
so until July 1 of this year, if these 
teachers and school employees will 
make all the back payments m 
a 
lump sum.
